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EDUCATIONAL PLANS FOR 1936-37 
FIRST HALF YEAR 


HE work of the Department of Education is becoming so 

many-sided and extensive as to be hard to summarize each 
year in a short statement. Much of it continues without material 
change, year after year. This part consists of those basic services 
to the community which have become firmly established through 
long and successful testing. It comprises some of the most im- 
portant work which the educational staff performs: for example, 
the constant circulation of exhibits through nearly two hundred 
schools and libraries of the vicinity; the free class in drawing, 
open to all children on Saturdays; the guidance of thousands 
of school children and adult visitors through the Museum 
galleries; children’s entertainments and story hours; and the 
giving of illustrated talks each season to scores of adult clubs 
and groups on a wide variety of topics within the field of art. 
Careful thought is given to keeping these basic activities fresh, 
vital, and adaptable, so that they will never sink into routine 
repetition, but grow each year in vigor and richness of material. 
Those who have been in touch with the Museum’s work are 
aware of these services, and detailed information about them can 
always be procured at the Educational Office. It is unnecessary 
to review them each season in the Bulletin, and consequently 
this article will mention only the most important mew features 
planned for this coming season. A second announcement will be 
made in mid-winter. 

As usual, the opportunities for adu/ts claim first consideration. 
The Friday evening programs, as listed in the new Lecture 
Leaflet, include a varied list of lectures and concerts. Edgar Dale 
speaks on How to Appreciate Motion Pictures. Laura C. Boulton 
presents actual motion pictures and phonograph records of 
African music and dancing, in her lecture Rhythm in the Fungle. 
In connection with the autumn exhibition of German art, Helen 
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Appleton Read will speak on German Art and the Gothic Spirit, 
and two concerts of early music will be given. Langdon Warner, 
of Harvard, speaks on Fapanese Gardens, and James Johnson 
Sweeney on Cubism and Abstract Art—the latter in connection 
with a special exhibit of contemporary art. Shakespeare’s The 
Taming of the Shrew, by the Tatterman Marionettes, and John 
Martin’s lecture on The Ancient Art of Modern Dance conclude 
the first half year of the Friday evening series. Among the 
Sunday afternoon lectures are Mayan Civilization: a Trip to the 
Ruins of Chichen Itza, by Herman L. Vail; Charles M. Ship- 
man’s talk on the Beauty of Commonplace Things, and Hamilton 
Eames’s on Cleveland’s Resources for Studying Arabic Culture. 
Motion picture programs, concerts, lectures by Museum staff 
members, and a Christmas play fill out the rest of the Sunday 
program for the first half year. 

Courses for adult members, commencing around the first of 
October, include a number of new topics and new teachers. It is 
a pleasure to announce a step forward in codperative arrange- 
ments with The Cleveland School of Art, whereby Frank N. 
Wilcox of its faculty will lead the Amateur Sketch Club for 
Museum members on Wednesday evenings. (Milton S. Fox, of 
the Museum staff, will in exchange teach a course in art history 
at The Cleveland School of Art.) A long-desired course on a 
popular subject will be offered in Marionette Production, by the 
staff of Duncan-Mabley, Inc., producers of the Tatterman 
Marionettes. Also within the field of theater arts is a new course 
on Motion Pictures: the Art and Its Problems, by Bertelle M. 
Lyttle. Milton S. Fox will speak informally to Museum members 
on Wednesday evenings, on a diversified list of topics under the 
general heading Ta/ks on Art and Artists. He will also teach 
A Survey of Art History for members and for students of the 
Western Reserve University School of Architecture. Margaret 
Fairbanks’s new course on The History of Garden Artis presented 
as a part of the Museum’s Holden series of lectures on outdoor 
art. Kalman Kubinyi opens to a larger group of members the 
course on Graphic Processes which he has been giving to the 
Junior League. On Saturday mornings, I. T. Frary and visiting 
speakers will present a new series on Modern Trends and Current 
Exhibitions. Arthur W. Quimby offers a new course on The Nine 
Symphonies of Beethoven, in addition to The Appreciation of 
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Music. A course on The Arts of China, by Margaret Fairbanks, 
Ttalian Painting to the Time of Leonardo da Vinci, by Charles B. 
Martin, and two courses in aesthetics by Thomas Munro (the 
Psychology of Art and Analysis of Form in the Arts) complete 
the list of first semester offerings. However, if fifteen registra- 
tions are submitted, a new adult course, The History of Crafts, 
by Ann V. Horton, will be offered this season. Also, if fifteen 
registrations are submitted, another adult course, The History 
of the Dance, by Lynn D. Poole, will be offered. The day and 
hour for both these courses will be determined at a later date. 

Children of members will find several new and enjoyable oppor- 
tunities open to them this season. For a long time, it has been 
evident to Museum teachers that some of the most popular art 
activities for older children are cartooning (especially with older 
boys) and costume design (especially with older girls). Hitherto 
it has not been possible to offer systematic work in these subjects, 
but this fall the step is to be made if enough children enroll. On 
Saturday afternoons from 2:00 to 3:30, beginning October 17, 
there will be a Cartoonists’ Club for boys ten years old and over, 
and a Costume Club for girls fourteen and over. Their activities 
will be pleasant and not too arduous, but will be given serious 
value by some instruction in drawing and a chance to study 
Museum masterpieces of cartoon and caricature, costume styles 
and textile designs. 

On Saturday mornings, members’ children may again take 
the Combined Course in Art and Music, which is being continued 
after a successful first year. Each child may attend two classes 
each Saturday morning: one in visual arts (including art appreci- 
ation, drawing, painting, and modeling); the other in music 
(including music appreciation, and opportunity to participate 
through singing and playing simple instruments if desired). 
Either may be taken alone, but the combined course is advisable. 
The two classes will be interrelated so as to provide a broad and 
balanced program in the arts. This year they will be more closely 
interrelated by simple projects in theater arts, involving both 
music and visual design. A greatly strengthened group of lead- 
ing art and music teachers from neighboring schools and colleges 
has been engaged for these Saturday classes. 

The Museum’s resources for teaching music have been much 
augmented by two recent events, which are worthy of special 
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notice. One is the gift by the Carnegie Corporation of a valuable 
teaching set consisting of an electric phonograph, a cabinet, a 
valuable library of phonograph records, and a number of books 
on music. Another is an arrangement for codperation between 
the Museum and the Cleveland Music School Settlement, by 
which Myron Schaeffer of the Settlement School faculty and 
Western Reserve University, and Marie Fritzinger, also of the 
Settlement School, will teach at the Museum on Saturday 
mornings. 

Other activities of the Department of Education are progress- 
ing favorably, and in some cases attracting international atten- 
tion among specialists in art education. They are of somewhat 
less interest to most Museum members, however, and so need 
not be reviewed in this article. It should be mentioned that the 
psychological research on children’s art abilities, being pursued 
under a grant from the General Education Board, will begin its 
second year this fall with the help of a new consulting psycholo- 
gist—Mrs. Betty Lark-Horovitz, formerly of Vienna. The 
Carnegie-supported experiment in improving secondary school 
art teaching is also being rapidly carried forward, with the aid 
of school authorities in Greater Cleveland. Members who would 
like to obtain information about these varied enterprises, and 
perhaps to assist in them, are invited to communicate with the 
Department of Education.

PLANS FOR MOTION PICTURE ACTIVITIES 


About a year ago, the Museum received from Mrs. Chester C. 
Bolton a generous gift: the equipment for projecting motion 
pictures with sound, in both the large and small film sizes. After 
some delay in installing the apparatus, the Museum presented 
in mid-winter its first program of sound films. This was a set of 
six films on geology, shown without charge by the courtesy of 
the University of Chicago, which produced the films. 
Meanwhile, the Department of Education was busy laying 
plans for a more active use of the equipment. Its plan, in brief, 
is as follows: The Museum can render a distinctive service to 
the community through presenting certain kinds of film which 
are rarely or never shown in Cleveland by the commercial 
theaters. These include foreign films of high quality but limited 
box-office appeal; educational films on artistic, historical, and 
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scientific subjects, of the sort which are now being made by 
several universities and foundations; amateur films which experi- 
ment with new types of technique, photography, and drama- 
tization, such as the abstract and color films; and a few com- 
mercially made films of excellent quality, no longer being shown 
in the theaters, such as the series on the history of the film 
which is being circulated by the Museum of Modern Art in 
New York. In addition, it is felt that the Museum can help in 
other ways, such as providing lectures and courses on the art 
and technique of motion pictures, and their educational and 
social effects; also in providing facilities for study groups of 
young people, to meet and witness special film showings. 

None of these activities is being carried on to any great extent 
elsewhere in the community. They would provide a substantial 
contribution to the cultural life of Cleveland, through helping 
to develop some of the valuable elements in this great new art- 
form, which are neglected by commercial theaters. 

During the spring months, many individual conferences were 
held with leading spirits in the Cleveland motion picture world. 
On April 22, a meeting of these leaders was held in the Museum, 
attended by representatives of the Cinema Club, the Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, the Parent-Teacher Association, The 
Recreation League, the Public Schools of Cleveland and vicinity, 
the Junior League, Hawken School, and other organizations. 
The plan as above outlined met with unanimous approval. 
Ward Marsh, of the Cleveland Plain Dealer, who had been 
present at the meeting, devoted his entire column in the issue 
of Sunday, May 3, to a strong appeal for the people of Cleveland 
to support the project. The regulations of the Museum, as he 
pointed out, made it impossible to charge an entrance fee for 
any entertainment given in the Museum. No funds were avail- 
able to pay for film rentals, operating and other expenses, so 
that funds must be raised in some way if the project was to go 
forward. 

In order to help along the project with whatever means were 
in its power, the Museum took a few definite steps. One was to 
invite Edgar Dale, well-known authority on the film in educa- 
tion, to give a public lecture on October 30. Another was to 
invite Miss Bertelle M. Lyttle, of the Cinema Club, an experi- 
enced and capable leader in the field of motion picture study, 
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to give a course for Museum members. This course, entitled 
Motion Pictures: the Art and Its Problems, will be given free to 
members on Wednesday afternoons. Although sufficient funds 
have not yet been raised to secure any sound film programs, 
dates have been reserved for a few in the hope that support will 
be forthcoming. 

The project is now in the hands of the people of Cleveland. 
The Museum is ready and willing to place its equipment at the 
service of the project. A small group of interested workers are 
devoting much time and thought to it. A sufficient number of 
donations has been made to show that wide approval of the plan 
exists, especially among groups of parents, teachers, and churches. 
But so far these have been so small that the total sum is far 
short of what is necessary for any real accomplishment. Gifts 
for the purpose will be gladly received by the Department of 
Education. They should be made out to The Cleveland Museum 
of Art, with a note attached to say that they are intended for 
the motion picture fund. Other forms of codperation will also 
be welcome, from persons who realize the great potential value 
of this undertaking. THOMAS MUNRO.
